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’’First Class trains are used loostly Isy military persoimel (officers) frow 
all tranches of the armed forces, end high oiflclais of state iastltutiona , 
in both cases travelling officlaHyi 'civilian high officials have a 
'Delegatle ' - Duty Orde* ; . Second Class passengers are uaually the fsmllieB 
of let Class passengers, of physicians, and of other civilian officials 
travelling on business. Very few 2nd Class naoaengors are not within the 
field of labor. The 3rd Class if used by all others,^ including low- 
ranking military personnel, and faraera who come or go with their goods for 
tale in other cities. Traits are ovcr«crovded, but net dirty. Cooverratlons 
on trains are never of a polltlcoj. nature.
